$500,000,000 BOND DRIVE OPENS 


America Welcomes Israeli Ministers

Israel's $500,000,000 bond drive was officially opened on Tuesday 
in a hundred American cities amid scenes of great enthusiasm. Hundreds 
of public meetings, some of them addressed by Israeli Cabinet Ministers, 
were arranged throughout the country by 50,000 voluntary workers. About 
$ 180,000,000 worth of bonds, it is estimated, have already been bought. 

American Jewry has given a great welcome to the six Israeli Ministers 
—Mr. Ben-Gurion, Mrs. Meyerson, Mr. Kaplan, Dr. Joseph, Mr. Shapira, 
and Mr. Geri—who have come to the United States to assist the campaign, 
and to the crews of the Israeli naval vessels, Misgav and Haganah, which 
arrived at New York Harbour this week on a good-will visit in connection 
with the opening of the $500,000,000 bond drive.

_Internationalisation Issue

JERUSALEM 

The Vatican is preparing to have the 
question of internationalising Jerusalem 
raised at the next meeting of the General 
Assembly, it 1s thought here. This belief 
is based on the Rome report that Mon- 
signor McMahon, head of. the Pontifical 
Mission for Relief in the Middle East. 
has issued a statement complaining that 
the Government of Israel is seriously 
interfering with Catholic activities in the 
country. 


“ Cordial Relations” 


A spokesman of the Israch Govetn- 
ment pomted out that Monsignor 
McMahon had on each of his visits dur- 
ing the past two years commented on the 
growing cordiality of relations between 
the Cathohc community and the Govern- 
ment of Israel. 

The Israeli Government freely granis 
entry visas to Catholic religious _ per- 
sonnel and renews all these visas as a 
matier of routine. 

Monsignor McMahon is also reported 
to have said that Monsignor Gori, the 
Latin Patriarch of Jerusalem. was “ held 
up for several hours before being per- 
mitted to cross the frontier into Israch 
territory.”

SYRIAN JEWRY’S 
PLIGHT 


Aleppo § ynagogue 
Attacked 


From our Middle East 
Correspondent 


The tension. on the Syrian-Isracli 
border has had its repercussions on 
the 4,000 Jews still in Syria, according 
to reports received here from Damas- 
cus. Since the first clashes in the 
demilitarised zone, Jews in the Syrian 
capital have remained in their homes 
and have been afraid to open their 
shops. 

In Aleppo, a synagogue was attacked, 
but the building was empty at the time 

In Northern Syria, Jewish agricultural 
workers have been’ forced to sign a 
petition placing themselves at the disposal 
of the Syrian Army and affirming thei 
readiness to fight against Israel. 

Meanwhile, the Syrian press is con- 
ducting an intense anti-Jewish campaign 
Some papers have demanded that Jewish 
assets be confiscated and thai Jews be 
placed in concentration camps.

Four Israelis were killed by Syrian 
armed forces on Wednesday morning 
when the most serious fighting between 
Israelis and Arabs since the Arab- 
Jewish war ended broke out. Syrian 
regular and irregular forces penetrated 
into Israeli territory north of Lake 
Tiberias, and after sharp fighting were 
driven back over the frontier by Israeli 
Army units which, however, stopped 
short at the demilitarised zone. This 
is less than 1,000 yards wide at this 
point. 

The Syrians began their attack in 
company strength at 9 a.m. on Wednes- 
day. They were supported by mortar 


and small arms fire from Syrian territory. 
Isracli Army detachments were rushed to 
the area and in the evening counter-

attacked and drove out the Syrians. By 
11 p.m. the fighting had ceased. 

In addition to the four Jews killed, a 
number were wounded. How many casu- 
alties the Arabs sustained is not known.

West German Government leaders 
this week éxpressed anxiety at the 
increase im neo-Nazi activities m 
Germany. 

Addressing a press conference in 
Hanover, the Chancellor, Dr. Adenauer. 
said his Goverhment would find wavs and 
means to prevent Germany from being 
plunged “into an abyss again’ by any 
group. the Chancellor was referring 
to the activities of the neo-Nazi Socialist 
Reichs Party (S.R.P.), which has been 
most active in Lower Saxony (British 
Zone), where the population will go to the 
polls on Sunday to elect a new provincial 
Parhament 

Dr. Adenauer complamed that the 
Socialist Government in Lower Saxony 
had not sufficiently informed the Federal 
authorities about the activities of the 
S.R.P. The Federal Government had not 
yet the means to outlaw a party, but as 
soon as the Federal Constitutional Court 
was established things will be differem.,”

At the same. time, the Federal Minister 
of the Interior, Dr. Lehr, said in Bonn 
that the State of Lower Saxony was

HEBREW TEACHERS’ SALARIES 


London Board Criticised 


By a JewrsHn CHronicLe Reporter 


Strong criticism of the London Board 
of Jewish Religious Education was voiced 
at an extradrdinary general mecting of 
the National Union of Hebrew leachers 
held at- 192, Hanbury Street, London, F.., 
on Sunday. Its purpose was “ to protest 
vigorously at the present outdated salary 
scales and te decide on  appropriatc 
action. Mr. S. Rosen (London Vice- 
Chairman) presided 

Miss B. J Barwe'l President of the 
National Union of Hebrew Teachers, 
reviewing negotrations between. the 
Union and the London Board, said that 
the community as a whole and ihe Lon- 
don Board m particular must take. full 
responsibility fot the present. unsatistac- 
tory and unhappy position. The present 
salary scales, negotiated five: years ago, 
were inadequate and unrealistic: they 
did not meet the condition of the times. 

In consideration of the Board's finan- 
cial problems, Miss. Barwell continued. 
the Union had exercised restraint in. tts 
demand for revistOn of salary scales. At 
its last meetine the Union had passed a 
resolution asking the Board ‘to. receive 
a deputation to discuss the matter. They 
considered the imme to be appropriate as 


the Board had stated publicly. thai its 


“house had been put in order.” All 
their attempts. to: ask the Board to 
negotiate had, from las July to the 
present time, proved abortive The 
Board refused to meet them on the 
grounds that the finances were inadequaic 

Union considered that the Board 
by us conduct had deak a blow at the 
professional pride of the teachers. They 
were entitled to ask the community, 
through its educational organisation, 
whether the money paid to the Board 
for educational purposes through taxa- 
tion of synagogue seats was being entirely 
paid to the Board for the purpose fo: 
which it was collected. If that moncy was 
going to the London Board, was i 
inadequate to meet, among other liabill- 
ties and as a great priority, the need for 
an imereased salary for teachers? 

It was suggested durtng the discussion 
that as a last resort -there should be a 
one-day token strike by teachers to 
draw public attention to their grievance. 

It was finally decided to send a 
lution together whh a covering letter. 
both to the officers of the London Board 
and to its members individually. again 
cxapressing the Union's desire for nego- 
vations on the revision of salary scales 
i was also decided to ask the Chief 
Rabbi to receive a deputation and to 
ask him to use his influence in the 
matter.

Agreement on Orthodox 
Union’s Affiliation 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The affiliation of the Union of 
Orthodox Hebrew Congregations as 
a Parent Body of the London Board 
of Shechita was accepted in principle 
at a special meeting of the Board, at 
29, Alie Street, E., on Wednesday of 
last week. The President, Mr. H. 
Gaventa, was in the chair. 

During the discussion on the recom- 
mendations concerning the affiliation, 


submitted by the Executive Commitice, 


the President made it clear that according 
to the Constitution the whole of the pro- 
posed agreement between the Board and 
the Union must be referred first to cach 
Parent Body for ratification and then 
back to the Board -for its final approval 

The meeting which had been he'd 
between the Hon. Officers of the Board 
and representatives of the Union, he con- 
tinued. had been in compicte harmony 
Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld had made nt clear 
that the sole purpose of applying for 
affiliation was not for materia! gain, bul 
to consolidate and unify Shechia and 
kashrut generally 


Ecclesiastical Jurisdiction 


The recommendations of the . Execu 
tive Committee on the proposed athiia 
mon stated that there should 
change in the definition of the Ecc csias 
cal Authorities. and that the Board 
should be bound, as al present, Dy. any 
decision of the Beth Din on. matters 
relating -to kashrut generally In the 
evem of the affiliation all religious 
matters connected with Shechvia shoud 
remain under the control of the 
Ecclesiastical Authorities of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Synagogue and the 
Linutied Synagogue. as at present 

It was further recommended that in 
the event of affiiation by the Union, 
Shomerim at present under the contro! 
of the Union should come under the 
jurisdiction of .the Board. The question 
of placing Shomerim in shops should be 
a matter tor the Beth Din as heretofore. 
and all such Shomerim should — be 
directivy employed by the Board The 
Executive Committee recommended that 
there be three Union delegates on the 
Board, although the Union had asked 
for five. 

After <he discussion, in which Messrs 
M. Hyams, E. J. N. Nabarro. and Isaac 
landau were among the speakers, the 
recommendations. were adopted. It was 
also decided that in the event of the 
Union's affiliation as a Parent Body they 
should have a share of any surplus dis- 
iributed to other Parent Bodies. 

Earher, Mr..E. J. N. Nabarro: had 
made a Staiement in connection with a 
report of a previous mecting of the 
Board. which appeared in the April 13 
issue of THe Jewisu CHronici He 
said that he had been reported as saving 
that “if the present financial position 
continued the Board would run into 
ruin He had never used the word 
“ruin, he said. What he had suggested 
was that if the present conditions con- 
tunued for more than six months they 
would have to take serious steps to deal 
with the situation 

After discussion, the following proposal 
was carried: That a grant of £1,000 
be made to the United Svnagoeue fo: 
services rendered by the Beth Din for 
the current half-vear and that future 
gramts be reviewed at the end of six 
months,” 


ANY notable exhibits were 
M contributed by British Jews. 

Among them was a gorgeous 
—and truly Victorian—State bed, 
embellished with the most exquisite 
needlework and embroidery, made by 
Messrs. Faudel and Phillips (a firm 
from whose members two Lord 
Mayors of London later came). The 
new and ingenious gas appliances of 
Nathan Defries (of Grafton Street, 
St. Martin’s Lane, and Regent Street) 
aroused much admiration. Prize 
medals were also awarded to B. Jones 
and Brothers, of Leman Street, for 
“English cigars manufactured § of 
Havannah tobacco”: to Barnett 
Mevers. of Crutched Friars, for 
‘walking sticks of rattan, bamboo, 
malacca, dragon, partridge, whangees, 
etc.” : to Moses, Son, and Davis, of 
Aldgate, for “ tallow, the produce ol 
New South Wales”; and to M. 
Myers & Son, of Birmingham, for a 
“variety of steel pens and inventions 
in steel pen’ holders.” 

Finzi, surgeon-dentist, 
exhibited his own handiwork 
‘several magnificent sets of teeth, 
iruc to nature, from one solid piece 
of hippopotamus.” Another valuable 
phisical aid, which was said to incor- 
porate the latest scientific improve- 
ments, was the patent pantoscopic 
spectacles shown by John Braham. 


Temple of Industry 


The contributions to the Temple of 
Industry of George L. Lee, litho- 
erapher. of High Holborn, who pro- 
duced imitation stained glass and 
marble. received this commendation 
in Toe JewrsH CHRONICLE: 

We cannot refrain from giving our opinion 
that our brother in fanth has done much towards 
moroving and ornamenting the dwellimas of the 
pcopm and’ we shall not be surprised if we 
the stained-glass windows and the glass 


es use. so that our houses will 
(in appearance.-at least) approach near to that 
style supposed to be sacred to the armtocrat and 
the millionaire.” 


A daily centre of attraction was a 
new process of “bright electro- 
plating by M. L. Lyons, of Birming- 
ham, which the inventor personally 
demonstrated to the most. distin- 
gaished visitors, including the Queen, 
the Prince Consort, the Prince of 
Wales, the Duke of Wellington. and 
many foreign  notabilities. This 
“chemical discovery by our scientific 


coreligionist” received a _— special 
award of honour. 
Among the exhibits of special 


Jewish interest was a chased silver 


spice-box’ for Havdalah, which is 
described as “somewhat after the 
iorm of a Chinese pagoda 


lastened together by means of thirty- 
seven invisible screws.” Another 
artistic treasure of the Exhibition was 
an elaborately illuminated chess table. 
painted On vellum, by Mr. De Lara. 
who submitted it in advance for the 
Royal approval, as it was ultimately 
destined for Buckingham Palace. This 
Jewish artist's little daughter. Annie 
De Lara, was a child prodigy who is 
reported to have delighted thousands 
at the Exhibition by her accomplished 
playing on a Collard grand piano and 


her singing of Italian songs. 


From abroad likewise many impor. 
tant exhibits came from Jews. Jp 
answer to the detractors of Jewry 
THe CHRONICLE adduced thi 
fact as evidence that “the Jews have 
every desire of taking their stang 
among the intellectual worthies of the 
age, and adding to its mechanica! and 
sciemtific progress.” Israc] Abraham 
Siaffell, a resident of the Waray 
ghetto, personally demonstrated jp 
the Russian section the merits of his 
calculating machine (Arithmerticg 
Instrumentalis) and of his apparatys 
for assaying precious Metals. 
machines received the special com. 
mendation of Prince Albert and the 
Governor of the Bank of England 
In announcing that Prince Albert had 
sent this exhibitor a cheque for £9 
this paper commented: “ It must be a 
source of great delight to our bretp. 
ren, to. be made acquainted with the 
munificent liberality, of the royal 
consort of our beloved Queen towards 
a humble mechanic of the house of 
Israel,” 


Awards to Scientists 


Medals and awards were also made 
to many other foreign Jewish exhibi- 
tors, notably to industrialists from 
France and scientists from Holland 
Furs from America, pianos trom 


Brussels, and valuables from Tunis. 


were transmitted by Jews in thos 
lands. A prize for the desien of an 
Exhibition medal was awarded to 
Jacques Wiener, medallist to the Mint 
of Brussels and designer of the first 
Belgian postage-stamps. 

After the close of the Great Fxhibi- 
tion, a Jew was prominently associated 
with the transfer of the Crystal! Palace 
from Hyde Park to Sydenham. He 
was Samuel Phillips (born in London. 
died in Brighton, 1854), a 
distinguished journalist, who became 
Secretary of the Crystal Palace Com- 
pany on its formation in 1852: and 
later its literary director. 

The work of the Great Exhibition 
led to the establishment in the South 
Kensington district of a network of 
educational and cultural activities 
Here, at the Victoria and Alber 
Museum, many reminders of a cen 
tury ago will be on view during the 
Festival of Britain. Nor wil! the 
Jewish community, with its keen. sense 
of history, be unmindful of the neigh- 
bouring Royal Albert Hall, where 
sO many. notable. gatherings have 
assembled to foster causes dear to 
Angio-Jewry. By recalling the labours 
and hopes of 1851, by considering the 
gains and setbacks which have since 
occurred, we should become better 
equipped to carry forward

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Law and Morals 


Wi read in our Portion of the 
Law: “Ye shall -therefore 
keep My statutes. and Mine 
ordinances, which if a man do. he 
shall live by them: I am the Lord.” 
(Leviticus xviii, 5.) 

This “he shall live by them™ has 
a threefold meaning It means that 
obedience to these laws leads to a 
good life: do these commandments, 
the message is. and you will reap a 
harvest of happiness and blessing. 
The second meaning refers to an occa- 
sion when life is endangered : with the 
exception of murder, public idolatry 
and adultery, all laws are in times of 
religious persecution in abeyance, as 
the rabbis deciced in the war of the 
Emperor Hadrian against the Jews. 
But a third. meaning of “live by 
them” has also been found bv our 
rabbis. 

Laws must be formulated in such a 
way as to make their fulfilment in 
harmony with a beneficial result to 
the obedient. If the formulation of 
a law ts such that ut is bevond the 
normal capacity of the Jew to obey, 
such formulation must be altered. 
Jewish law, so far as its eternal 
context. is concerned, cannot be 
abrogated. But its formulation can 
change In fact it must change. 
according to the varvine circum- 
stances in which one generation differs 
from a previous one 

This ws the kev to the relationship 
of the oral and the written law The 
Oral law is the eternal law. and in 
Jewish tradition oral law ranks higher 
than written. 28a, San- 
hedrin x, 4.) 


HE oral law of Judaism is unformu- 
lated law. but wt can and must 
become formulated. The proposition 
that “ if ve be led by the spirit. ve are 
not under the 1s -un-Jew:sh. We 
are always under the Law of God, we 
hear always the Voice which com- 
mands “thou shalt.” This law ts our 
life. and it is a life in which happiness 
is promised to man-who is obedient 
to it.. “Great peace have they that 
love Thy law” (Psalm cix, 165). 

To the Roman lawyer law was 
hased on reason and utility. To the 
Jew law was law because it created 
justice. Jewish jaw, therefore, includes 
also personal morality. Ihe State 
cannot search the heart of the citizen, 
and in consequence of this fact the 


difference between legalit, and 
morality arises. The laws of the 
State must be obeved whether we 


approve of them or not. But Jewish 
law is not obeyed if it does not receive 
the full consent of moral conscience. 
This gives Jewish law a wider range 
than any secular law can achieve. The 
wide world of the human soul ts, the 
field wherein the Jewish law speaks, 


aiming at kindness and holiness. 
which are not within the scope of 
secular law. 

T is easy to decry legalism. But 


Judaism is- more than legalism. 
because it is a religion and not a legal 
system. Jewish zeal for the Torah, 
understood and interpreted as law, 
was zeal for righteousness and kind- 
ness. 

We must not think only of written 
documents when we speak of Jewish 
law. The Torah is not only the prin- 
ciple for human action, it is also the 
plan on which the world is founded. 
The law of God is the law immanent 
in the world: it ts the law which 
sustains and maintains all 
creatures, which mercifully keeps the 
world from chaos and destruction, 
which. created the heavens and the 
earth. which controls the destimes of 
nations and gives power to kings. I 
is a perfect law: and yet, seen with 
the eves of the Messianic Jew, it needs 
to be accomplished anew in every 
generation. 

Every new generation has the duty 
to make the step from the “ oral law” 
to the “written law,” to write a new 
commentary to Micah’ sentence: 
“It hath beer told thee. O man, what 
is good, and what the Lord doth 
require of thee: only to do justly, and 
to love. mercy, and to walk humbly 
with thy God” (vi, 8). Every new 
generation has the duty to expound 
the commandment: “ Fear God, and 
keep His commandments ; for this is 
the whole man™ (Eccles. xii, 13).

CONQUEST OF THE 
DESERT 


International Exhibition 
in Jerusalem 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“Conquest of the Desert” is the 
title given to a great international 
exhibition to be held in Jerusalem in 
May, 1952. Mr. Edwin Samuel, 
C.M.G., is jin this country to interest 
commercial and industrial enterprises 
in the exhibition with a view to their 
taking part in it. Later he is to visit 
Western Europe with the same object. 
While here he will also make arrange- 
ments to obtain furniture and equip- 
ment for the Jerusalem Congress Hall, 
which will be the centre of the 
exhibition. 

A London office for the exhibition has 
already been established at 7, Cork 
Street, W.. Mr. Samuel said at a press 
conference arranged by the Jewish 
Agency at 77,. Great Russell Street, 
London, on Tuesday. Miss Margaret 
Cowan is in charge. Similar offices are 
to be set up in other centres in Europe 
and America. 


Zionists had for the past 50 years been 
steadily conquering the wilderness, said 
Mr. Samuel, and this exhibition should 
provide an opportunity of demonstrating 
Jewish efforts, achievemenis, and exper!- 
ences in. a sphere in which Israelis were 
really leading the whole world. 


Foreigh Governments Invited 


On the other hand, he went on, foreign 
Governments, including those from 
behind the Iron Curtain, would be 
officially invited, through the Israel 
Ministry for Foreign Affairs, to display 
their experience and accomplishments in 
the fields covered by the exhibition. 

The exhibition, Mr. Samuel continued, 
would consist of five. sections, devoted 
respectively to agriculture, water, Dduiid- 
ing, heavy motor transport, and research 
—each in its special connection with the 
conquest of the desert. 2

FROM BEHIND THE 
IRON CURTAIN

While Israel categorically refuses 
to have any relations with Germany, 
and Jews in the West are free to 
decide their attitude, the Jewish com- 
munities in Eastern Europe are, to 
their dismay and, no doubt, bitter 
disgust, now forced to follow the 
official line of treating Germans not 
only as Party comrades but as friends. 

Ever since Stalin declared his friend- 
ship for the East German Republic, 
all Russia's neighbours have had to adopt 
the same policy. In Rumania, Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia, and Poland the con- 
trolled press has, for some ume, been 
conducting a lively campaign to convince 
the people that while they must regard 
all Germans under Dr. Adenauer as 
“ enemies ” they must treat the Germans 
in the East German Republic, under 
Wilbelm Pieck. as “ friends.” As in all 
other matters the feelings of the Jews are 
disregarded, and they, too, are called 
upon to join in the various expressions, 
wherher official or ‘otherwise, of the 
new friendship towards the Germans. 

Nowhere is this new policy being 
thrust upon the Jews more shamelessly 
and with greater force than in Poland. 
Whether members of the Communist 
Partv or not the Jews ef Warsaw of 
Lodz must now “ celebrate” the friend- 
ship with Germany, and the Jewish press 

even that published in Yiddish—must 
show the same enthusiasm for the Ger- 
mans as the official Communist Party 
organs. 


Jewish Press Reports

his tour Among his entourage were 
several Jewrsh Offcials who had to take 
part in this demonstration -of Polish- 
German friendship. 

In. line wah this new pohcy of friend- 
ship a  de'égation of German youth 
recently visited Warsaw (as reported in 
THe JewrsH CwHronicte of April 27) 
and placed a wreath at the foot of the 
Ghetto Memorial. The Yiddish press was 
forced to give prominence to this event, 
although according {to unconfirmed 
reports, the Jewish community firmly 
declined to give an official welcome to 
the. German visitors 

The first of May is, of course. a 
national holiday in all the Communist 
Sates, and the Jewish communities in 
Eastern Europe must also participate in 
the celebrations.

SALZBURG INCIDENTS 
Government Inquiry Ordered 
By a Jewisn Curonicie Reporter 


The Austrian Government has ordered 
an investigation into the activiues of the 
Salzburg police following allegations 
that some of ius members last month 
in attacks on Salzburg Jews, 
said Dr. Karl Gruber, the Austrian 
Foreign Minister, at a press conference 
in London lax week. Dr. Gruber was 
visiting this country as a guest of the 
British Government. 

In reply to questions. Dr. Gruber said 
that he had personally taken up the 
matter wuh the head of the Salzburg 
police, but it was the duty of the 
Ministry of the Interior to carry out the 
investigation. {As already reported in 
Tue Jewisu CHronicte. about 30 Jews 
were injured when neo-Nazis and police 
attacked Jews who demonsiraied in Selz- 
burg against the showing of a film 
directed by Ven Harlan. who produced 
the Nazi version of “ Jew Siiss.”’] 

Dr. Gruber denied that there were any 
Nazis in high Government positions in 
Austria to-day. Six years after the war. 
he added, i was necessary for the 
Government to “ normalise ” conditions. 
and. it was possible that some members 
of the Nazi Party had been given minor 
Governmem poss.

FESTIVAL OF 
BRITAIN 


AS this month of May opens, the whole 
nation is celebrating the inauguration of the 


Festival of Britain 1951. To-day the KinG 


will open the South Bank Exhibition, which 
forms the London centrepiece of a galaxy 
of exhibitions and arts festivals to be held 


in both the Metropolis and the provinces 
between now and the end of September. At 
noon yesterday, from the steps of St. Paul's 
Cathedral, His Masesty opened this nation- 
wide Festival. This inaugural ceremony 
was preceded, within the precincts of the 
Cathedral, by a Service of Thanksgiving and 
Dedication to Almighty God. In the great 
congregation were representatives of all 
séctions of the King’s subjects, including the 
Jewish community. This religious solem- 
nisation is in accordance with British 
tradition and derives its sanction from 
Hebraic sources. From the inspiration and 
influence of the Bible—which ordained set 
times for gladness, festivals, and seasons for 
joy—-comes this resolve to invoke the Divine 
blessing upon a great national occasion. 
The anthem that opened yesterday's service 
was taken from Psalm cxxti, and every con- 
gregation in the country this week-end— 
whether in church, chapel, or synagogue 

will find its common aspirations receive 
In Jewish 
congregations on the ensuing . Sabbath, 
ministers have been asked by the CHIEF 
Rape to devote their sermons to the theme 
of the Festival, and to arrange that appro- 
priate Psalms shall be recited. 

The purpose of the Festival may be 
shortly defined as that of showing the wealth 
and variety of the British contribution to 
civilisation. Self-respect and a proper sense 


of pride demand that the record of Britain's | 


splendid achievements in the past and its 
grand creative powers at the present day 
should be worthily displayed both to our- 
selves and to the world. In the British 
national character 1s combined a reverence 
for historical tradition with a love of adven- 
ture and exploration. These traits find 
symbolic expression im the Lion = and 
Unicorn Pavilion—the name of which is 
itself suggestive of Biblical imagery—at the 
South Bank Exhibition. Here rises a stone 
monument upon which are carved these 
words: “ British freedom is home made 
from rough beginnings. It is based on free- 
dom of worship, of government, and of the 
person. Much sweat went to shape it; 
much blood to protect it. Its pattern, now, 
is familiar throughout the world.” 


This noble theme been finely 


-expounded by those who have devoted 


themselves to interpreting the British way 
of life at this Festival. The cultural and 
educational aspects of the Festival proclaim 
a notable indebtedness to Biblical and 
Hebraic ideals. Parry's setting of BLAKE’s 
* Jerusalem " forms an essential feature of 
every such national celebration as _ this. 
Yesterdays inaugural concert at the Royal 
Festival Hall began with HANDeL’s Corona- 
tion Anthem, Zadok the Priest.” MuULTON’s 
“Samson Agonistes” finds its honoured 


placp among dramatic performances, as also 
his Areopagitica at the book exhibi- 
tion. Such examples indicate that the ancient 
traditions are still cherished in this land of 


freedom. 


At the time of the Great Exhibition of 
1851 the struggle for Jewish emancipation 


was still being waged.’ The successful out- 
come of that struggle marked a victory for 
‘those principles of. liberty and toleration 
which constitute this country’s crowning 
glory. Together with their fellow-citizens 
of all creeds, many Jewish architects and 
\ designers “have ‘been proud to take their 
share in 


shaping of the Festival of 


Britain 1951. Among them has been Mr. 
ABRAM Games, who designed the now 
ubiquitous emblem. Famous Jewish artists 
will be participating in the musical and 
dramatic programmes, and Jewish scholars 
and writers in the literary occasions. Next 
July a specifically Jewish contribution to the 
Festival will be held in the form of an 
Anglo-Jewish Exhibition at University 
College, London. It must be the hope and 
prayer of us all that the celebrations of the 
coming five months will conduce to the 
prosperity of Britain as well as to the peace 
of the world. ’ 


THIRD ANNIVERSARY 


NEXT week, on May 10, the people of 
Israel will celebrate the third anniversary of 
the Proclamation of the State of Israel as 
an independent and sovereign nation. Jews 
the world over. will participate with sincere 
joy in these celebrations and pray for the 
State’s continued success. Three years 1s 
but a short period in the history of a nation. 
But into those three years of Israel's 
existence as an independent State have been 
crowded a whole epoch of magnificent effort 
and achievement on which Jews—whether 
citizens of Israel or of other countries—can 
look back with justifiable pride. Whether 
in the sphere of immigration—575,000 Jews 
have entered Israel since May, 1948—or in 
that of resettlement and the reclamation of 
the desert, the Israelis have shown amazing 
energy, determination, and grit, through 
which they have accomplished deeds border- 
ing on the miraculous. And all this achieve- 
ment has taken place under the threatening 
shadow of war. Even as we write, reports 
from Jerusalem speak of renewed Syrian 
attacks on Israeli territory and of more 
Israelis killed by hostile Arab neighbours. 


Israel's tremendous  struggle—relatively 
the greatest of our age-—-has, as was to be 
expected, landed the young State in serious 
economic difficulties. Thus we are to-day 
witnessing the somewhat unusual procedure 
of an Israeli Prime Minister, with nearly half 
his Cabinet, having to go to America to help 
publicly in the launching of the campaign 
to raise the $500,000,000 Bond Loan neces- 
sary for the economic survival of Israel. 
American Jewry, stirred to new effort by 
Israel's achievements in the past three years, 
is receiving the visitors with the utmost 
warmth and affection. And it ts a measure 
of the status which Israel has achieved that 
President TRUMAN is himself entertaining 
Mr. Ben-Gurion in his official capacity. The 
initial stages of the campaign indicate that 
the response of American Jewry has been 
generous and whole-hearted. We, on our 
part, in joining in the good wishes on Israel's 
anniversary celebrations, hope that the out- 
come of the campaign will be commensurate 
with Israel’s great attainments in the past 
three years and its overwhelming needs for 
the future. 


A SILVER JUBILEE 


A LANDMARK in the modern religious his- 
tory of Anglo-Jewry will be reached on 
Monday when a dinner is held to celebrate 
the 25th anniversary of the founding, by the 
late Rabbi Dr. Victor SCHONFELD, of the 
Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations. 
It is evidence of the vitality of the Jewish 
faith that it can tolerate within its midst 
widely differing practices and conceptions, 
and that at a time when many Jeremiahs are 
bewailing increasing laxity, a body that some 
would describe as “* super-Orthodox ” should 
be able to show, after a quarter of a century, 
a notable increase in strength. Judaism is not 
a totalitarian ideology—although there are 
not lacking those who apparently desire to 
make it so—and it is our very differences in 
our approach to it that have helped to build 
up the rich and colourful mosaic of Jewish 
thought. At the same time it must be admitted 
that throughout the history of European Jewry 
it has been the Orthodox element that has 
been the greatest factor in keeping our people 
a coherent whole. As far as Anglo-Jewry is 
concerned, as Rabbi Dr, S. SCHONFELD 
remarks on the opposite page, it is significant 
of its mature temper that in spite of mutual 
jealousies and recrimination in the early 
stages of the Union's existence, no “ fanatical 
antipathies “" have been made. Nor has this 
welcome tolerancé been the prerogative of the 
less Orthodox. Those supposedly “ unorganis- 
able froommes™ now organised in the 
Union, those who once deemed even a Chief 
Rabbi's Orthodoxy weaker than their own, 


are now happy to welcome Rabbi BRODIE as 
one of the guests of honour at their forth- 
coming celebration. And another approach 
to unity can be found in the negotiations for 
affiliation to the London Board of Shechita 
mentioned in a report on page 8 of this issue. 
It should not be supposed that increased 
tolerance and desire for amity denote any 
abatement of zeal for Judaism. Particularly 
in education the Union has a proud record 
of achievement : it should be recalled that it 
was this body that sponsored the Jewish 
Secondary Schools Movement, one member 
of which (the Avigdor School) was the first 
Jewish grammar school to receive the full 
recognition of the Ministry of Education. 
Even those who do not find themselves in full 
sympathy with “ super-Orthodoxy ~ will wish 
to extend congratulations and good wishes to 
a body that has rendered yeoman service to 
the religious life of Anglo-Jewry. 


JEWISH WOMEN’S WEEK 


May 6 to 13 will be Jewish Women's 
Week. This important occasion is being 


’ sponsored by the Society of Friends of the 


Federation of Women Zionists, the Women’s 
Lodges of the B'nai B'rith, the Mizrachi 
Women’s Organisation, the Union of Jewish 
Women, and the Synagogue Ladies’ Guilds. 
The President of this splendid united endea- 
vour is Mrs. Resecca D. Sierr, who has 
already eloquently explained its objectives 
in this paper. This campaign has the 
special purpose of providing funds for 
the well-being of the new ifmmigrants in the 
maabarot (transitional work camps) in 
Israel. Life in these camps‘is attended by 
great hardship, and the manifold welfare 
services so lovingly supplied by Wizo and 
like organisations fill an essential need. 
Already these organisations are looking 
ahead, and they rightly view the present 
relief and rehabilitation measures as a vitally 
important stage in the process of getting the 
immigrants out of the transit camps into 
permanent homes of their own. This com- 
pelling cause cannot but make an immediate 
appeal to the Jewish heart. - During the 
coming week groups of women workers will 
be making a house-to-house canvass in all 
districts, and we feel certain that their plea 
on behalf of the homeless will everywhere 
receive a most generous response. 


FOR TRAVELLERS 


A CENTURY ago the Great Exhibition of 
1851 attracted visitors—including members 
of the Jewish communities at home and 
abroad—from far and near. From London 
and the provinces, from Europe and 
overseas, Jews joined in the concourse of 
humanity which flocked to the Crystal 
Palace in Hyde Park. Indeed, among the 
most beneficial and lasting effects of that 
Exhibition were the extension of travel 
facilities in this country and the forging of 
international links with foreign lands. 
Already in 1851 THe JewisH CHRONICLE, 
which had then been in existence for a 
decade, enthusiastically supported . such 
means of bringing men and women together 
in greater unity and friendship. In keeping 
with this tradition, we shall publish on 
Monday next “ The Jewish Chronicle Travel 
Guide—1951 (Festival of Britain) Edition,” 
compiled by “Green Flag,” this paper's 
Travel Correspondent.

His- 
torical notes and topographical maps have 
been supplied, together with information of 
interest to travellers regarding local Jewish 
institutions and organisations. During the 
past century, methods of transport have 
been revolutionised, and our forefathers 
would have been astounded by the details 
of land, sea, and air travel given in this new 
handbook. All Jewish travellers will, it is 
hoped, be heiped on their way by this guide. 
More especially, it is intended as a practical 
demonstration of Anglo-Jewry’s desire to 
accord the most friendly and hospitable of 


welcomes to our guests from overseas during 


this Festival season.

KOESTLER’S SATIRE 
Crisis of Civilisation 


The Age of Longing. By ARTHUR Korsrip, 
Collins. 12s. 6d.

No one looking back on Koestler’s achieve. 
ments with the novel can accuse him of pro. 
viding sedatives. Whatever he has writien has 
the effect of a strong stimulant with all the 
dangers of a depressing hangover. He atiempys 
and sometimes succeeds, with a deft scalpel. jp 
dissecting the major issues of our time 
occasionally he attempts what the ereaiey 
have achieved, to dig deep into the sources of 
the human situation. But unfortunately for ys 
and perhaps for himself, he seems jn the main 
to be aware of, and indeed to be obsessed by, 
the great cleavages in the political issues of 
our age. 

In this novel, a cross between a documentary 
and a satire, he places his episodes and his charac. 
ters in the all-too-near future. We are in the 
midst of a war of nerves, between what he regards 
as the creeping Colossus of the US.S.R. on the 
one hand, and a dying society On the other: 4 
fading liberal tradition wallowing in clever slf. 
examination. On the one hand. a mechanised 
Neanderthal, efficient, amoral, born of Paviov ou of 
Marx. On tht other, the Rabbit State typified by a 
group of people tired, terrified, goalless, and sophis. 
ticated. Here are people who are cither hurrying to 
Capua, or seeking a humiliating Canossa io sustain 
them. Here are the turncoats, the fcllow-travellers 
the relapsed heretics, the literary failures with no 
hope to sustain them. In this gallery one finds 
some excellent portraits and caricatures of thinly 
disguised persons. The central figures are Nokiin. 
the Soviet attaché, busy making out his list of the 
proscribed: Haidé. the American gir! whom he 
seduces, half nun. half wanton. Around them are 
clustered Monsieur Anatole the dying cynic. Leon- 
tiev the ex<Communist (always preparing his ereat 
book which refuses to be written), and many others 
drawn in-with an etching needle, and bitten with 
Koestier’s most satirical corrosive. 


Approaching Doom 


The talk is endless, clever, and, like a- switch. 
back, always promising to dive into the depihs but 
forever rising to levels of the banal. The book is 
well slung between Ks opening chapier of Pars 
celebrating the fall of the Bastille, in the streets and 
in Monsicur Anatole’s salon, and the fina! chapter 
where the same Monsieur Anatole is trundied in his 
hearse on its frowsty way to Pére Lachaise. B 
then, many have been proscribed; and as th 
hearse. damaged in a street riot, reaches the grave- 
side, the air-raid sirens wail, and the moiilcy group 
of mourners nervously finger their Geiger ( ounters. 

Koestler’s object was apparenily to sinke an 
Apocalyptic note to awaken us from a hal!-sicep 
But he still appears to be turning over the problem, 
however. strong may be the antipathies which should 
have clearly defined his. point of departure. 
cally and socially, he is all for freedom. but 
psychologically he. appears to be suborned hy the 
apparent purposeful dynamism of the USSR. 
and contemptuous of the morass into which the 
West is sinking. without convictions. with ver 
gent plans, and.a vague nostalgia. In the socn! 
situation he erects no signposts, only danger signals 
On a fog-bound road. It is all too much like the 
Twilight of the Idols. 

The satire has intensity and urgency; the siyle 
dances skilfully on the polished floor of a4 ver 
nimble mind. To register the potentials and the 
resistances of the human spirit, such a mind should 
have -the sensitivity of a galvanomeicr, but 
registers a fitful current only. We were promised 
an Apocalyptic vision, but in place of the chano 
of fire we are presented with the hearse of 4 
decrepit society.

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UNION OF ORTHODOX 
CONGREGATIONS 


Semi-Jubilee 
By Rabbi Dr. 8S. SCHONFELD 


Looking back on the first 25 years 
of the Union of Orthodox Hebrew 
Congregations, one is impressed with 
the real possibility of effecting lasting 
changes in the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity by the direct action of a mere 
handful of planning and working 
minds. Here is a young synagogal 
body, comparatively small and 
impecunious, yet well directed, which 
has weighted the communal scales 
towards the right. The Union, I may 
claim, is respected both for its inner 
strength and for its influence and 
impression upon and contributions to 
the community at large. 

1 recall.when I was 14 how my father, 
the Rav of the Adath Yisroel, received 
from the late David Gestetner the only 
present he gladly accepied—a typewriter. 
| think that typewriter had a goodly 
hare in the creation of our Union—the 
Rav of 100 per cem Orthodoxy became 
an organiser; and, incidentally, | was 
his shorthand ypist. 

The previous decades had provided 
much of the raw material wah which to 
create the Union. The Adath had, by 
dint of sustained effort in constructive 
spheres of Torah life, attained wide- 
spread recognition as the guardian of 
Onhodoxy in Anglo-Jewry. so that its 
Rav could rally to his call three differen 
types—the German Orthodoxen, the 
Fastern Chassidim, and the younger 
eenerfiion of London born and bred 
“ fighting idealists. 


Adath Burial Society 


The Adath Yisroel Burial Society 
provided the indispensable economic 
basis for the union of various syna- 
sogues. Criicism of the prevalent drift 
away from Judaism and a call to 
-evitalise Jewish life and education 
provided the ideological basis. With 
‘hese achievemems in hand Rabbi Dr. 
Victor Schonfeld founded the Union in 
1926 

The Estreicher Stiebel of Fieldgate 
Sirées, who to this day have only 
Shomrei Shabbat as members, were the 
first. to associate with the Adath im 
the formation of the Union. Others in the 
Fast End. like the Trisker Rebbe, joined 
in. and there was always a sizeable com- 
munity here and there (ike the former 
Cemra! Hackney Synagogue) associated 
mainly for burial punposes. in North 
and North-East London, small syna- 
gogues soon felt that by associating with 
the Union they would become partners 


‘in a wider Jewish life and in an effori 


for genuine Judaism. and that they 
would not run the risk of losing their 
demtity and independence. During the 
past 1S years there have n similar 
experiences with the smaller synagogues 
of North-West London 

During Ms first ten years the Union 
was largely preoccupi with the more 
demonstrative part of MS career: 
recruiting affiliates, . resisting opposition, 
asserting ts rights and obtaining * recog- 
nition.” This culminated in the inclusion 
of the Union in the Act of Parliament 
emMablishing a Rabbinical Commission 
for Shechita. It speaks well for the 
mature temper of Anglo-Jewry that, in 
spiile af mutual jealousies and recrimina- 
uon during the early stages of this 
“interloper in the communal field, no 
fanatical antipathies were aroused, and a 
sense Of actualities and future possibili- 
ues Was maintained. 


Traditional Judaism 


The late Chief Rabbi, Dr. Heriz, by 
his owspoken warnings on the dangers 
of the “ New Paths,” gave to the Unued 
Synagogue its with Tradi- 
tional Judaism. We in the Union feel 
that our existence and activity on the 
ight flank have been instrumental in 
keeping the large mass of Jewry within 
the Orthodox fold and benevolenily dis- 
posed © historic Judaism.

THE FESTIVAL OF BRITAIN : South Bank and Poplar 


HE South Bank Exhibition is 

erected on a hitherto neglected 

and marshy site on the Thames 
waterfront. Its very siting is an act 
of courage and of faith in the future, 
for the ground it occupies will be 
used for further building of civic 
importance. 

This spirit of confidence permeates 
the whole conception of the exhibi- 
tion. Ht is even implicit in the hold- 
ing of an exhibition at all just now ; 
and I think that everyone who enjoys 
this gay assembly of flags, of 
emblems, of coloured balls and pen- 
nants and spirited building, must 
experience a feeling of excitement and 
an assurance that so brave an effort 
is justified in the event. 


Emphasis on the Future 


The idea behind the design of the 
exhibition follows a set pattern of 
progression from the past to the 
present and pointers to the future: 
and the impression that is left is one 
of emphasis on the future. The design 
of architecture and decoration alike. 
which is predominantly contemporary, 
temporary and light in character, 
serves to underline this. The visitor 
has an impression of grace, lightness, 
and impermanence, enhanced by the 
use of glass, thin steel and aluminium, 
and the prevalence of clear cofours— 
lime green, light blue, white, and 
bright red predominate. 

The story that the designers tell 
visually is a double one, of the Land 
and of the People. The Upstream sec- 
tion, of which the architectural side is 
directed by Misha Black, tells of the 
land and its derivatives: the Down- 
stream section tells of the life, habits, 
and character of the British. 

The first section tends to be prin- 
cipally of technical and scientific 
interest, The main feature here is 
the Dome of Discovery, designed by

Ralph Tubbs. The Design Research 
Unit, headed by Misha Black, 
who comes from Russia. were 
responsible for the display. The form 
of the building is very fine, but tends 
to become obscured by the shapes of 
the layouts and the multiplicity of 
balconies and staircases. 

Throughout this section natural 
forms have been cleverly used in 


The Festival Symbol, which was desiened 

by Mr. Abram Games. Jt represents Brit- 

annia surmounting the four points of the 

compass, which are embellished with

design. The Dome itself suggests 
planetary space; and everywhere. 
from Mr. Black's mobiles on the 
Bailey Bridge to the patterns in his 
Regatta Restaurant, derived from 
crystallography, and the huge stabiles 
on crystal structure in the 
Dome, decorative use is made of the 
scientists’ world, stressing the close 
relationship between the recentl\ 
expanded vision of science and the 
esthetic vision of the artist. This 
character gradually changes in the 
Downstream section ; design becomes 
more humanised in Messrs. Bronek 
Katz and Vaughan's Homes and Gar- 
dens Pavilion, and ends in the froth, 
frivolity of the Seaside section. 


The policy of the Directors of the 
exhibition has been to use all avail- 
able artistic talent. There is hardly 
an architect, a painter, sculptor, or 
decorator of importance who has not 
made some contribution. Many of 
the designers employed are Jews; 
there is, however, nothing specifically 
Jewish about their work. The design 
of the exhibition is a co-operative 
effort, and each designer, while 
making an individual contribution, 
has been able to align his work with 
the spirit of the whole. 

it has long been England's policy 
to give asylum to refugees, and its 
hospitality has enabled them to make 
their contribution to the stream of 
British culture. A glance through the 
list of architects and designers shows 
how many refugees have been 
employed on the South Bank.. Each 
has doubtless added something of his 
own to a trend of design that is having 
and will have a great influence on 
future work in England. . 


Colour Design 

Misha Black, in addition to his 
work on the Dome. has designed the 
Regatta Restaurant. a simple and 
pleasant building of glass and steel. 
The plain surfaces are made interes- 
ting by his use of colour. Another 
Jewish architect, who has work of 
importance in the Upstream section, 
is. Mr. Reifenberg, who, with Mr. 
Baines, is responsible for the Power 


_and Production Building. This is the 


most solid of the buildings in this 
section. The use of brick and 
artificial stone and the horizontal 
bisection of the building by the 
gallery unit give it a very. heavy 
appearance ; in my opinion the gallery 
tends to appear too heavy for the 
building it dissects. On the river wall 
is a bas-relief by Vogel. which shows 
well how sculpture may be integrated 
with the building. The interior is 
lighter and very interesting—one of 
the designers responsible is Mr. 
Games, who also designed the Festival 
embiem, 

In sharp contrast to the Power and 


Production Pavilion is Mr. Leonard 
Manasseh’s charming ‘5S! Restaurant 
which adjoins it. Mr. Manasseh has 
also designed a cafeteria in Poplar, 
which, though less fantastic, is very 
pleasant and effective. 

Coming to the Downstream section 
we pass through the lovely Lion and 
Unicorn Pavilion to the Homes and 
Gardens section. Mr. Katz and Mr. 
Vaughan have been particularly suc- 
cessful in giving their pavilion the 
domestic scale that its function 
requires. Outwardly it is simply and 
effectively treated, at least on the gar- 
den side, though the other elevations 
tend to be a little fussy: within, one 
has the impression of moving through 
a pleasant house. 


Children at Home 


Mr. Katz has beer responsible, with 
Mr. Vaughan, for the section dealing 
with the child in the home. This is, 
I think, incomparably the best section, 
although Mr. Marcus's kitchens are 
sensible and attractive. Mr. Katz 
shows charming and gay rooms and 
sensible equipment for a child until 
it reaches school age. 

The problem of the child at school 


has been most excellently dealt with | 


by Messrs. Yorke, Rosenberg, and 
Mardall at Poplar. This is quite a 
different exhibition— its designers 
describe it as “live.” as it consists of 
a new neighbourhood in the course of 
construction. Messrs. Yorke, Rosen- 
bere. and Mardall’s beautiful school is 
already in use. The design has the 
guality of ‘inevitability to be found 
only in good architecture. The con- 
ception ts simple. the proportions are 
satistying, and the detail of decoration 
and equipment is carefully studied. 
This is certainly a building that should 
be visited by evervone interested in 
contemporary architecture. 

On the South Bank the visitor will 
find strmulation, excitement, and 
gaiety : but Poplar, and. we hope, simi- 
lar neighbourhoods to arise. provide 
the bones of our architectural future. 
The archrtects with vision are there, 
and there are among them Jews who 
can take their rightful place beside 
their compatriots in ensuring that this 
viston will be translated into reality.

THE DECLINE OF YIDDISH 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisn CHRONICLE 
From Mr. JOSEPH LEFTWICH 


Sax.—It is not only as “a confirmed 
enthusiast for Yiddish” that I would 
like to suggest that the closing of the 
New York Yiddish daily MORNING 
JouRNAL may not be, any more than the 
recent closing of the London Zett, 
necessarily connected with a “ dechne of 
Yiddish.” Newspapers are business under- 
takings, and there may be other reasons 
for their suspension than the decline of 
iheir language. Even English newspapers 
and periodicals have closed down, not 
because there is a decline in English. |! 
don't recall that when 
Hearew and Jewish TRIBUNE stopped 
publication it was attributed to a decline 
of English among American Jews. Nor for 
the fact that there is nothing comparable 
to THe JewrsH CHRONICLE in America. 
| have had a letter from a Jewish 
journalist in America (Anglo-Jewish) who 
complains that “ the circulation figures o! 
our Anglo-Jewish periodicals are a sign 
of the decadence here.” -If there its such 
decadence it may account equally for the 
loss of readers by a Yiddish paper. — 

The Mornino Journat has been in 
financial difficulties for years. One of the 
reasons for is suspension. was Not so 
much declining circulation as the fact that 
ina time of mounting costs its owners had 
insufficient capital. Another reason 1s 
that in the present alignment of American 
Jewry only big parties and organrsations 
can maintain a daily newspaper. Even 
in England only millionaires and the 
r.U.C. can do it. The New York Yid- 
dish daily Forwarp is maintained by the 
Jewish Labour organisations of America. 
The Freimerr, with a smaller circulation 
than the MorNING JOURNAL, is maintaimed 
hy the Communists. The Day ts owned 
by a rich man, Mr. Weinberg. l am 


informed that the MorNInG JOURNAL ts to. 


resume publication soon after Passover. 
that the real cause of the sus- 
pension was that a deal was being nego- 
tiated by which it will reappear as the 
organ of Dr. Nahum Goldmann’s trend 
in American Zionism, end of the World 
Jewish Congress which he heads. What- 
ever this means in the affairs of American 
Jewry, it has Iitile.to do with the decline 
or otherwise of Yiddish. And apparently 
the Yiddish-reading public 1s still large 
enough to justify such a deal, in _ the 
siruggle’ between the Goldmann and 
Silver factions, involving a great deal of 
money. 

The fact is that at the time when Yid- 
dish was flourishing in America and in 
England, papers and periodicals started 
and closed every few months without 
attracting much attention A Yiddish 
journalist and poct in New York, Bialo- 
stoisky, wrote recently of “the Miracle 
of Yiddish America.” which in ‘50 
years grew from small beginnings to tre- 
mendous importance. He included the 
American Yiddish press in that miracle 
Your editorial writes of the Yiddish press 
as an Americanising. agency, whose aim 
has been to integrate the Yiddish-speaking 
immigrants, to ‘make them readers of 
English. That was the avowed purpose 
of Abraham Cahan, the nonagenarian 


editor of the powerful Yiddish daily 
Forwarp, who from the time he took 
charge of the paper ‘SO years ago 


regarded n for that reason as a transitory 
publication... He did not expect it to last 
20 years. Yet although the Forwarp 
no longer has its peak circulation of 
150.000. it still sells about 70.000. and it

THE SALE OF CHAMETZ 


To the Editor of Tur Jewisu Curonicie 
From Rabbi Dr. I. RAPAPORT 


Sin,—I am_ convinced that in his 
rejoinder to the Rev. L. H. Hardman, 
published in your valuable journal last 
week, Rabbi L. Jacobs has missed the 
point in the former's criticism. 

All the sources in the Talmud and 
Poskim clearly emphasise that the sale 
of chametz to a non-Jew before Pass- 
over has not and must not have the 
nature of a legal fiction, irrespective of 
whether such an institution is or is not 
honest. To all intents and purposes the 
sale must be a normal transaction of 
conveyancing, and once signed, sealed, 
and delivered, the contract of sale severs 
all connection between the chametz and 
its original owner. 

The fact that the chametz is returned 
to the Jew after Passover, usually at a 
profit to the non-Jew, has unfortunately 
given rise to the impression among 
uneducated folk that the pre-Passover 
sale is a mere formality and a legal 
fiction. As such the impression is still 
used by some as an argument against 
rabbinic Judaism. 

Rabbi Jacobs has done little to remove 
that argument. He has misinterpreted 
the passage in Tosefta Pesachim 2, 6, 
which contains absolutely no reference to 
any “ understanding” (as Rabbi Jacobs 
has it in his original contribution) that 
the chametz would be returned to the 
Jew. Thus all talk about the sale being 
a formal one complcicly disappears from 
the scene. 

And if S. Savin maintains that “the 
sale of chameiz is a formality, he too 
need not be credited with infallibility in 
interpreting the rabbinical sources on the 
subiect.

Nevé Zedek (Abode of Righteousness) 
in Mile End, which had been founded 
in 1795 and which supported some 
aged folk and cared for a few 
orphans. It educated the children and 
later taught them a trade and saw that 
they obtained suitable employment. 
This home for orphans still exists— 
to-day, aS you know, it js situated at 
Norwood. 

There was also the Jewish Bread, 
Meat, and Coal Society. which distri- 
buted these necessities to poor people 
during the winter. It was founded jn 
1779 and is ag: the oldest charity 
established by the Ashkenazim in this 
country. 

The Jewish Blind Society, that you 
always help so readily (with, for 
instance, your donations for the 
“ Paradise” hammocks), had existed 
since 1819 and was well established 
100 years ago. It granted allowances 
to Jewish blind people. The Jewish 
Board of Deputies which was even 
older—having been formed in 1760— 
began the struggle for Jewish rights. 
as. at that time (in 1851) no Jew could 
sit in Parliament. « In 1850 Baron 
Lionel de Rothschild was elected by 
the City of London as an M-P., but 
it was not until 1858 that he was per- 
mitted to take his place in Parliament 
without taking the oath “on the faith 
of a Christian.” 


Synagogues of 1851 


What synagogues were there in 
1851? Nothing like the number we 
find to-day. There was the Great 
Synagogue in Duke's Place which 
had been founded in 1690 and a 
century later had been enlarged and 
remodelied. (Unfortunately, this his- 
toric shool was bombed during the 
last war.) Other synagogues were in 
Fenchurch Street and in Leadenhall 
Street. The latter, built in 1760 and 
called the New Synagogue, was moved 
in 1838 to St. Helen’s Place. and later 
to Stamford Hill. Of course, the 
majestic Seiardi shool was already 
well established, having been founded 
in. 1701. Synagogues were also to be 


found in Maiden Lane and St. Albans 


Place (Western), and there was also 
the West London Synagogue (Reform). 

As to schools, you know, of course, 
that there was no compulsory educa- 
tion until 1870 and no free education 
until 1891: but the Portuguese con- 
gregation had the Villareal Schoo! 
established in 1730, and in 1816 the 
Jews’ Free School was built. § It is 
imMeresting for us to note that Mr. 
Moses Angel, headmaster of the Jews’ 
Free School. was one of the founders 
of THe Jewrsn CHronicie. 

Would you like to have lived a 
century ago’ When you visit the 
Exhibition, you will see the fashions 
and homes of that age and will be able 
to contrast them with those of to-day.

IRAQI ANTI-JEWISH 
LEGISLATION 


Questions in Commons 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


Mr. KennetH Youncer, Minister of 
State, was asked by Mr. Lionet HeaALD 
(Con., Chertsey) in the House of Com- 
mons on Monday whether he was aware 
that the Government of Iraq had recently 
enacted legislation discriminating against 
Jews, contrary to that Governments 
international obligations. 

Mr. Heald suggested that immediate 
representations be made urging the recis- 
sion of Laws 5 and 12 of 1951. If neces 
sary, he thought, the British Government 
should take steps to secure the reference 
of the matter to the International Court 
of Justice in accordance with Article 37 of 
the Statute of 1945, 

In his reply Mr. Younger feferred to 
a statement he made on the matter on 
April 23 [in which he said that while the 
precise legal status of the Iraqi Declara- 
tion made to the former League of 
Nations was uncertain, nevertheless the 
British Government had drawn the alten- 
tion of the Iraqi Government to the 
unfortunate consequences which 
ensue if any ground was given for a 
charge that those who were affected by 
the Iraqi Laws in question were being 
subjected to any form of persecution]. — 


Doubt About Obligations 


Mr. Heald said that that statement 
contained some doubt as to the obligation 
of the tradi Government. He wanted to 
know if Mr. Younger had reconsidered 
the matter in accordance with the, request 
which had been made to him and in the 
light of the legal considerations put 
before him 

Mr. Younger insisted that this was a 
very complicated legal matter. which he 
could hardly answer satisfactorily in 
reply to a question 

“1 would only say.” he added 
there was a working party report issued 
from the United Nations which took the 
view that there was. indeed, doubt about 
the continuing legal vahdiy of this old 
declaration, at least to the extent that i 
was in suspense for the time being, unless 


the United Nations chose to take the 
matter up 

Mr. Barnert Janner Leicester. 
N.W.): “As Mr.. Younger directed his 
attention to Article 10 of the Declara- 
tion, which was given as a solemn 


declaration when Iraq was relieved from 
the Mandate, in which they stated that 
this Declaration, as far as it affected per- 


sons belonging to racial, religious, or 
linguistic minorities, was declared to 
constitute obligations of international 


concern, 1s he aware that the permanent 
International Court was the body to 
which any dispute in this matter had.to 
be referred and now. that has -been 


accepted by the United Nations Organisa- 


tion 


League of Nations and U.N. - 


Mr. Younger protested that it was really 
not possible to conduct a long legal argu- 
ment at question time, but he thought 
Members were probably underestimating 
the effect of the demise of the League 
and the fact that the United Nations did 
not automatically take on the. functions 
of the League 

Mr. Heald asked if Mr. Younger had 
consulied the Law Officers of the Crown 
On this matter, and said that if he had 
not he ought to-do so. 

Mr. Younger replied: “I- am quite 
prepared to consider the legal situation 
further, but I must say the prospects are 
not very good from what | have seen.” 

Mr. Eric Fletcher (Lab., Islington, 
East! said that as a result of this dis- 
criminatory legislation Jews were leaving 
lraq at the rate of about 1,000 a week 
and were being absorbed into the State 
of Israel. 

In another question Mr. Janner 
pointed out that the Iraqi Government 
had not yet withdrawn Law No. 12 and 
asked whether a reply had been received 
to the representations made to Iraq on 
the matter. 

In a written answer, Mr. Younger 
repeated his statement of last week and 
added: “The Iraqi Government took 
note of this approach.” 


REFUGEE DENTISTS 

The Government intends at a con- 
venient opportunity to introduce a Bill 
which will include proposals for new 
methods of assessing the qualifications 
of foreign-trained dentists. 

When Mr. HiLary MarQuanpD, Minis- 
ter of Heakh, announced this in the 
House of Commons last week, Ear.

ORIGIN OF THE 
MAGEN DAVID 


By Dr. ARTHUR STEIN 
(Tel Aviv) 


N the Year Book of Haaretz for 

5709 (1948/49) Professor Gershon 
~ Scholem, of the Hebrew Univer- 
sity, discusses in his article, Magen 
David, Toldotay shel Semel (The 
Shield of David, History of a Symbol), 
the question of the origin of this 
emblem, and reaches the conclusion 
that it is of non-Jewish origin and has 
its roots in magical practices. Pro- 
fessor Alexander Schreiber, of Buda- 
pest, writing this year in Us Exer 
(Tishri 3, 5711), approaches the 
problem anew, and reaches similar 
conclusions. 

It might seem presumptuous to 
doubt the conclusions reached by 
such eminent authorities, were it not 
even more impossible to believe that 
a symbol of non-Jewish origin—deri- 
ving, they say, from magical prac- 
tices and entering into Jewish custom 
only comparatively recently—could 
have become of such fundamental 
significance in the synagogue and in 
all Jewish life. Knowing the extent 
to which Chukat Hagoy (foreign 
custom) is studiously avoided and 
practices otherwise unobjectionable are 
left untouched solely for this reason. 
it is hard to acquiesce in the conclu- 
sion that this, the symbol par excel- 
lence of Messianic belief and universal! 
peace, did not have its source in some 
deep-seated and genuinely Jewish 
historical moment. 


Distinctive Signs 
It seems reasonable to accept that 


on the shields used for defence in 
battle the function of distinctive signs 


was to enable. soldiers, even in the 
heat of hand-to-hand fighting. to 
distinguish between friend and foe. 


Such distinctive signs may show the 
name or initials of the king or com- 
mander-in-chief, or other specific 
signs denoting the common cause. 
In times when descent from the House 
of David signified leadership in 
Israel, and a man of the House of 
David was the likeliest choice for 
leadership, the name of David mighi 
have been engraved on the shields 
of his partisans. 


The Greek letter for capital 
delta. is a triangle. Since the name 
of David not only begins but also 


ends with a D, it might be symbolised 
by the imteriocking of two D's (or 
in Greek, deltas), one being inverted. 
This interlocking. yields O, the 
Shield of David. 

This seems to indicate that the sign 
of the Shield of David does indeed 
have a direct connection with its 
name, and might naturally have been 
employed by Jews to symbolise a 
cause connected with the House of 
David. 


Mainspring of Hope 


There have been periods of Jewish 
history when not only was the House 
of David the mainspring of hope but 
Greek culture was also the heritage 
of those who believed at first in a 
real personality from that House, and 
later in the hope of Meshiach ben 
David. the Messiah from the House 
of David. KH is not impossible that 
at such a time the symbol should have 
been taken up. not because of its 
foreign origin or magical content, but 
hecause very fundamentally and 
genuinely it denoted a basic element 
of Jewish history. 


However this may be, it is well 
worth considering the possibility 
that this symbol, standing for the 


Jewish belief in the coming of the 
Messiah and the period of universal 
peace—-a belief which perhaps became 
crystallised in this form during the 
Maccabean era-—is after all, in the 
sense described here, of genuine 
Jewish origin. If that is the case, it 
might be easier to understand how the 
symbol, which often carries within it 
the Holy Name—Magen David of the 
Haftarot—-became as important as it 
is as an expression of our faith in all 
that the coming of Meshiach ben 
David promises to bring.

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U.N. DISCUSSES BORDER DISPUTE 
New Aggression by Syria Alleged 


From oar United Nations 


Corres 


New Yor« 

When the U.N. Security Counci! on 
Wednesday resumed its deliberations on 
the Syrian-Isracli border dispute, Mr. 
Aubrey Eban, the Israeli delegate, read 
a statement from his Government 
alleging that Syrian troops had, on Tues- 
day, again invaded Isracli terrnory west 
of the demilitarised zonc. Mr. Eban 
described the incident as a new “act of 
aggression.” 

The Syrian representative, Faris Bey 
ce! Khour:, said that he had no knowledge 
of the incident. After the Council had 
adjourned—it will meet again on Tues- 
davy—a cable was received from Colonel 
de Ridder. the Acting U.N. Chief of 
Siaff in Palestine, confirming that fighting 
had taken place on the border. 

Earlier in the Council proceedings, 
General Riley, the U.N. Chief of Staff in 
Palestine, who was subjecied to a threce- 
hour cross-examination by Council mem- 
bers. repeatedly asscried the right of the 
U.N. truce staff to be consukted on works 
projects undertaken in the Hula area. He 
made « clear that Israel's right to the 
terrnory had never been seriously chal- 
lenged. but he feck that the Hula drainage 
sxheme should have received the prior 
sanction of the Mixed Syrian-Israc: 
Armistice Commission 

When the Counci! met last week [after 


this paper had gone to press] to discuss 
the charges and counter<harges brought 
by Syria and Israc!l, Mr. Eban accused 
Syria of having fomented the border dis- 
pute. He maintained that the Syrian-Israel) 
Armistice Agreemem put no limitations 

any kind on Israeli civil jurisdiction 
in the disputed area. 

In a number of negotiations with Dr. 
Bunche, the former Acting Mediator in 
Palestine, it was fully confirmed, said Mr. 
Eban, that Isracl's agreement to have a 
demilitarised zone in the area would in 
no way affect Isracl’s sovereignty. Nor 
was any limitation placed on settlement 
and development projects in the zone. If 
there had been, Isracl would never have 
set its hand to any agreement. Referring 
to the bombing of Syrian positions by 
Israchli ‘planes, Mr. Eban apologised for 
the incident, which, he said, resulted from 
extreme provocation. 

General Riley quoted from a memoran- 
dum sent to the Security Council during 
the armistice negotiations by Dr, Bunche 
stating that neither Isracl nor Syria could 
have a free hand in civilian activities in 
the disputed zone. It said that the Chair- 
man of the Mixed Armistice Commission 
would be responsible for the gradual 
restoration of normal civilian life im the 
zone. but not for the administration of the 
area.

Neo-Nazi Vote May Decide 
Issue

VIENNA 
Austrian Jews are awaiting with con- 
siderable apprehension the result of the 
Presidential elections, to be held on Sun- 
day. when 4,300,000 Austrians will go 
to the polls te choose a successor to the 
laic Dr. Karl Renner. The four parties 
represented in Parliament—the People's 
Party (senior partner in the Government 
Coalition). the Socialist Party (also in the 
Coalition), the neo-Nazi Union of 
Independents, and the Communist Party 
—have all nominated candidates. 


Supporter of Dolifuss 

it is generally believed that the clection 
will not result in a clear-cut victory for 
any candidate and that a second contest 
will take place between Dr. Heinrich 
Gileissner. the People’s Party candidate, 
and Dr: Theodor Koerner, the Socialist 
Mayor of Vienna. Dr. Glessner, a 
member of the Right wing of his party 
and an exponent of pan-German ideas, 
actively supported Dollfusss fascist 
régime in 1934. Dr. Koerner, an Army 
general in the First World War, has 
always been a convinced democrat and 
has often supporied Jewish rights. 

The Union's candidate, Professor Bure- 
hard Breitner, is known for his former 
Nazi activities. He 1s considered an 
implacable enemy of the Jews and a firm 
believer in racial ideology. 

In the event of a second election, the 
supporters of the neo-Nazi Union, 
estimated at about 20 per cent of the 
clectorate, will probably decide the issuc. 
With this in mind, both the major parties 
are already wooing the neo-Nazis, but 
the latter are unlikely to. pledge their 
support to either party without deman- 
dine concessions 

Any agreement beiween the Union and 
one of the Government parties would, it 
is feared by Austrian Jews. imevitably 
lead to increased reo-Nazi influence in 
the State administration.

PASSOVER WITHOUT 
MATZOT 


Report on Rumanian 
Jewry

ISTANBUL 

Rumanian Jews were this year unable 
to celebrate Passover in the traditional 
manner because of the refusal of the 
authorities to permit the manufacture of 
matzot, according to a report issued here 
by the Rumanian Liberation Committec. 

Jewish life in Rumania, the report 
alleges, is gradually being “ extinguished,” 
There are no Jewish schools, clubs, or 
other institutions in the country, the 
Committee claims, and the community 
has been “deprived” of its Chief 
Rabbi. [Dr. Alexander Shafran, former 
Chief Rabbi of Rumania, was forced to 
leave the country in 1948. He was 
replaced by Dr. David Rosen, formerly 
Rabbi of the Great Synagogue in 
Bucharest.] 

The Committee also alleges that the 
arrest of Jews on charges of conspiracy 
and anti-Communism is continuing. Most 
of those arrested are said to be Zionists. 
Other Zionist leaders have been detained 
for many months without trial. 


Increased Antisemitism 


The fact that many Jews hold senior 

posits in the administration has led to 
mcreased antisemitism, the report says. 
Those opposed to the Communist régime 
blame the Jews for the country’s present 
difficulties. 
The Government's economic policy is 
said to have made the economic position 
of the average non-Communist Rumanian 
Jew extremely precarious, Many have 
had to find new employment on the land 
or in the factories. while others have been 
forced to sell their property to raise funds 
for their daily needs. 

Ihe present conditions, the report 
adds, have increased the desire of the 
majority of the country’s 300,000 Jews 
to emigrate, although the Siate-controlled 
press and radio are conducting a vigorous 
anti-Israel propaganda campaign in an 
effort to induce would-be emigrants to 
stay m Rumania. Jewish Communists 
are also participating in this campaign. 
Alt present, several thousand Rumanian 
Jews are leaving for Israel monthly.

America and Britain, as well as France, 
were studying the refugee problem in 
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United Nations Organisations.and out- 
side in private conversations beiweens 
Governments. he said. 

His second impression, Mr. Lic said. 
was the great need for United Nations 
aid in the economic and social develop- 
ment of all the countries in that part 
of the world. He had seen that with 
imelligemt and devoted work the deser 
could be made to bloom. 

There are three United Nations organs 
at work in Israel and the Arab Siates: 
the Palestine Conciliation Commission. 
consisting of an American, a Frenchman. 
and a Turk, whose task is to work 
towards peace between Israc!l and the 
Arab Siates; the Truce Supervisory 
Organisation, whose Chief of Sill is 
General Riley, and under whose direc- 
tion the Mixed Armistice Commissions 
were set up; and the United Nations 
Works and Relief Administrative Organi- 
sation, under the Jeadership of Genera’ 
Howard Kennedy 

The last-named and the Palestine Con- 
cHiation Commission have been charged 
wih the task of dealing wih Arad 
refugees, either to arrange their repatria- 
tion where possible, or to compute the 
compensation due to them for property 
abandoned. In the meantime 
bodies administer relief. Their achieve- 
ments are very meagre. They act on 
the assumption that the refugees can be 
repatriated to Israel, and regard the 
present as an interim period til! the 
Arabs can return to their former homes 
Their efforts, from the outset, are. (here- 
fore, frustrated, and there is growing 
impatience with them here.

The first flax harvest in Israel since 
Biblical times was gathered at Kibbutz 
Hatzor, near Gdera, on Monday. The 
crop was estimated to be worth £35,000. 

About 250 acres had been sown 
following experiments by the Ministry of 
Agriculture. The present harvest is 
regarded as highly successful and large 
areas, mainiy in the Negev. are to be 
sown with flax next season. 

Flax, if addition to its uses in the 
textile and papermaking industries. is a 
valuable source of oil.
